York and Mr*. Clarke, begins to excite 
a* much littered among our readers here, ss it 
ha* in England.

cnce, for which Die received prcuniary pre- 
fenti from the applicants, 500 guinea* from 
one, 400 from another, Sec. adding, that it 
wa* by thefe (urns of money thus received, (he 
was enabled to fupport her ellablrihmeiit, the 
Duke only allowing lier £ 1,000 a year, and 
that this was done with Ida know ledge and 
approbation : a charge that certainly involver 
the Duke’s charatter very deeply, ai it im­ 
putes motives the moll mean and fcandilous, 
if not corrupt and mercenary. — But finding 
himfelf in the power of this abandoned arid 
(barrulet! woman, he relolved to abide all the 
C'infrqnencfs of a public invcffigatton ; hum­ 
bling himfelf by a conleiRon of the connec­ 
tion, but denying the whole of the charge.
